The Eminent Jurist Expires at 
Washington Surrounded 
by Friends.

Washington, April IO.—Justice Ste­ 
phen J. Field of the United State* su­ 
preme court, retired, died at his home 
on Capitol Hill in this city, last evening 
of kidney complications. About his bed­ 
side were his wife and her sister, Mrs. 
J. Cond it Smith, Mr. Justice David J. 
Brewer, his new hew; Mrs. Edgerton of 
California; Mr. Linton, hts private sec­ 
retary; the Rev. Edward M. Mott, rec­ 
ti*' of the Church of the Advent, aud 
the family servants. Ha had been un- 
conscious since Sat unlay morning and 
death came painlessly. 
Ever since Justice Field’s retirement 
from the supreme court bench, on Dec. 
I, I KIU, he had enjoyed comparatively 
good health aud. being relieved from 
the responsibilities which he had borne 
Ic* so many years, he became more 
cheerful than formerly aud seemed to 
enjoy the society of his friends aud ac­ 
quaintance* more than ever before. All 
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noon wa* spent ar BtocKDnagc, Mas* 
He graduated from William* college 
in 1837 at the head of hi* > Urn*. 
He en­ 
tered the la wo Aloe of hts brother, David 
Dudley, in New York and, after being 
ahmitred to the bar, became a member 
of the firm, returning with it seven years, 
lu 184b ho traveled in Europe and in 
1849 went to California. 
He was one of 
the founders of the town of Marysville 
in the Colden stat*' and wa* elected the 
alcade of the place. 
He wa* elected a 
member of the flrwt legislature of the 
state after Its admission to the Union. 
He was elected to the supreme bench of 
California in 1857 and in 1859 became 
chief justice, succeeding David S. Terry, 
In 1863 President Lincoln appointed 
him associate justice of the supreme 
court of the United Stated and he held 
that position until his retirement on 
Dee. I, 1897. 
During the latter years of his service 
on the bench he was in very feeble 
health. 
His term was the longest in the 
history of that tribunal. 
The great 
chief justice, John M. Marshall, wore 
the ermine for a period extending over 
84 years. 
It was the ambition of the 
late Justice Field to surpass this record, 
aud he succeeded in doing so by a few 
month*. 
During that term of more than a third 
of a century he was concerned in acme 
of the most important cases ever passed 
upou by the supreme court. 
Among 
the prominent decisions was the famous 
test-oath case, in which he gave the 
casting vote and wrote the opinion of 
the court annulling the validity of the 
ironclad oath. 
His dissenting opinions 
in the confiscation cast-*, the legal ten 
der case, and in the New Orleans 
slaughterhouse cause, attracted the wid 
est attention. 
During this long service on the bench 
he also was before the public eye in 
Ot ho ways than a* a judge of the United 
States supreme court. 
He was a mem 
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ber of the Hayes-Tilden electoral com­ 
mission in 1877 and voted with the 
Democratic minority. 
In 1880 he re­ 
ceived 85 votes for the presidential nomi­ 
nation at the Cincinnati convention on 
the first ballot. In 1808 Williams col 
loge conferred upon him the degree of 
LRD., aud in 18t»9 the regents of the 
University of California made him a 
professor of law in that institution. 
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during the winter, when the weather 
wa* fair, it was his custom to take daily 
drive* about the city or through the 
ground* of the Soldiers' home, and a1 
ways returned refreshed. 
About two 
week* ago, however, he took a longer 
ride than usual in an <>pen carriage and 
contracted a severe cold, which rapidly 
developed the kidney troubles from 
which he had suffered, though but 
slightly, fur some time. 
Justice and Mrs. Field never had any 
children, and the only surviving mem­ 
ber* of his father's family is the justice’s 
youngest brother, Dr. Henry Field, the 
editor of The Evangelist. 
During several years prior to his re­ 
tirement from the bench the justice's 
health at times se-*mod on the point of 
breaking, but he 
usually recovered 
promptly and in a few days would again 
resume his judicial duties. 
For the 
past year and more those most intimate 
with him knew that his mental powers 
wert* becoming somewhat 
impaired 
The results of his long career of great 
mental activity ware beginning to show 
themselves in a failing memory after 
hi* retirement from the bench, though 
his physical health seemed to improve a 
little. 
B rief History o f His Lift*. 
S. J. Field wa* born at Haddam, 
Oman., Nev, 4, 1818. 
He was the son of 
David Dudley Field, one of four broth­ 
ers, who became so famous, David Dud­ 
ley, Cyrus W. and Henry M. Field be­ 
ing the other members of the great 
quartet that made their names known 
throughout the world.

F x-P u b lic Printer Clapp. 
Washington, April IO. — Almon M 
Clapp, at one time United State* gov- 
ernraeut painter, died at his residence 
hero yesterday afternoon in the 88th 
y**ar of his age. 
Mr, Clapp was beam in 
Killingly, Conn., in 1811, aud came from 
one of tho oldest families in New Lug- 
land, his ancestors having come to this 
country on the Mary and John soon 
after the landing of the pilgrims. 
He 
was a delegate to the Pittsburg conven 
tion that founded toe Republican party, 
and in 1869 wa* appointe*! public printer. 
On retiring from that office in 1877 he 
bought an interest in the National Re­ 
publican of Washington. 
During the 
last ll or 14 years he had been living in 
retirement, but retained his interest in 
politics.

Washington, April IO.—Major Gen­ 
eral W. R. Shafter, accompanied by his 
aide, has arrived here from California to 
testify before the army court of inquiry 
into the beef charges, having been sum­ 
moned here for this purpose. 


Against Aguinaldo'* Forces Lawton's 
Army Consist o f Fifteen Hundred 
Men, Two Hundred o f Whom Are 
Picked Sharpshooters— Men In High 
Spirit* —Good .News Expected. 


Manila, April IO.—Tho expedition of 
1,500 men under Major General Henry 
W. Lawton, which started Saturday 
night with the intention of crossing 
laguna de Bay, capturing the town of 
Santo Crum*, on the eastern shore of the 
lake, and then sweeping the country to 
the south, consists of 200 picked sharp­ 
shooter*, chosen from the various regi­ 
ments, Hawthorne’s mountain battery. 
Gale’s squadron, three troop* of the 
Fourth cavalry, unmounted, with Bron- 
ko’s and Tappan’* battalions of the 
Fourteenth infantry, Linek’s battalion 
of the First Idaho infantry and Fraino’s 
battalion of the First North Dakota in­ 
fantry, nuder GenerrJ King. 
The flo­ 
tilla of 20 canoes, towed by tugs and 
convoyed by the gunboat* Laguna de 
Bay, Oe*te and Rapidan, and preceded 
by tho launch containing General Law­ 
ton and General King, started from San 
Pedro Macati, on the River Pasig, mov­ 
ing toward the lake just a* evening wa* 
setting in. 
It wa* a truly picturesque 
scene. The men were a1! in high spirits 
and carried ration* for IO days, with the 
lightest marching equipment. 
General Lawton'* plan wa* to reach 
Santa Cruse yesterday at daybreak, to 
capture or destroy any rebel gunboat* 
or shipping to take to the town and then 
to scour the country to the south of the 
lak», a district not yet explored by the 
Americans. 
The (a ries will be those of 
the old time frontier fighting, and it is 
probable that the command will be di­ 
vided into squad* of 12, under noncom­ 
missioned officers. In General Law­ 
ton'* absence the Second division is 
temporarily commanded by General 
Overshine, whose lines extend from the 
beach near M alate, south of Manila, to 
the shore of Laguna de Bay beyond Pa­ 
sig. a distance of about seven mile*. 
The withdrawal of the 18 companies 
constituting the expeditionary force 
made a gap in the line from the beat h 
to Caliculi, just southwest of San Pedro 
Macati, which was subsequently filled 
by the Fourth regular infantry. 
The rebel*, on the extreme right, had 
evidently been informed of the with­ 
drawal of the troop* and they attempted 
to sneak through after nightfall, but 
they met with a warm reception and 
fell back in disorder on discovering that 
the line wa* still intact. 


I Lease* Porto It leo. Sailing Direct For 
New York. 
San Juan de i*orto Rico, April IO.— 
Secretary of War Alger with hi* jiarty 
left yesterday by the transport Ingalls, 
proceeding direct for New York, where 
he should arrive on Friday. 
During his stay here he received many 
petitions from municipalities asking 
financial help aud relief from excessive 
taxation. 
The administration of General Guy 
V. Henry, the governor of the island, is 
understood to be entirely satisfactory to 
the secretary of war, who entirely ap­ 
prove* his policy. 
The secretary and the governor had 
a long conference, and an understand­ 
ing was reached between them a* to the 
future. 
Although General Algor re- i 
framed from expressing any opinion on 
the matter, it is believed that, in hi* 
judgment, the civil government must ' 
come slowly and that the Porto Ricans 
must exercise patience.

NOT A CANDIDATE 


Dewey Not F itted by Education or 
Training For the Pre*ideiH*y. 
New York, April IO.—Admiral Dewey 
ha* given to the Manila correspondent 
of Leslie’s Weekly an interview regard­ 
ing the suggestion that the admiral be 
made a candidate for the presidency 
next year. 
The admiral sal I, as to hi* 
politics: 
“ I am a sailor; a sailor has no politics. 
The administration is his party and, Re­ 
publican or Democrat, it makes no dif­ 
ference. 
Then again, I come from Ver­ 
mont. and you know what that means. 
To be anything but a Republican in 
Vermont is to be a man without a party. 
My flag lieutenant comes from Georgia. 
He tells me that to be anything but a 
Democrat in the south is to be a nobody. 
Had I lived south I would probably be 
a Democrat.” 
‘‘Have you ever voted?” 
"Yes, years ago; but my vote wa* us­ 
ually influenced by personal preference 
or local conditions. 
I am not a politi­ 
cian, have never held political office and 
am totally ignorant of party intricacies 
and affiliations.” 
Admiral Dewey said that neither by 
vocation, disposition, education or train­ 
ing wa* he capacitated to fill the presi­ 
dency. 
He said that he was too well 
along in life to consider such a possibil­ 
ity, hi* health would not admit it. 
All 
his life’s work was in different lines of 
effort, and that while the kindness of 
his friends was grateful to him, and 
the generous tributes of the American 
people were dear to him. he could not 
and would not be a candidate far the 
presidency of tl»p United States under 
any conditions.

Exonerated From the Charge of Rob­ 
bing the Expect** Company.

Elwood, Iud., April IO. — Several 
I weeks ago the safe of the United States 
Ex proas company was robbed of |700 
and no tract5 whatever left of the parties. 
At the recent session of the grand jury, 
on the evidence of an expert lock and 
safe witness, an indictment was re­ 
turned against Agent George Osborn, 
who was arrested, but promptly released 
on boud. 
Joe Hollis and William Mur­ 
phy were sentenced at New Castle last 
week for safe robbery at Middletown. 
When they reached Jeffersonville Hollis 
confessed that he and Murphy had 
robbed the United States express safe 
here. Murphy afterward confirmed the 
story. Word reached this city Saturday 
evening and there was general rejoicing 
among the friends of Osborn and his 
wife, who was Mi** May Vernon of An­ 
derson, a very popular leader in society 
Prosecutor Edwards had not been off! 
emily informed of the confession, but 
signified his willingness to quash the 
indictment against Mr. Osborn.

R efugee Chinone Stale-.in.in Talks of 
Conditions In Hi* Country. 
Victoria, B. G., April IO.—Kang Yu 
V\ ai, the refugee Chinese statesman 
addresses hi* countrymen detailing the 
reasons that led to his overthrow and 
present condition of the crisis in China. 
He doe* not understand E n g lish 
This 
is hi* fir*t journey from China. He 
stated that the object of his visit to 
London is for the purpose of laying be­ 
fore the foreign office the unhappy state 
of affairs in hi* native laud aud endeav 
on ag to enlist her aid in freeing the 
empress dowager of her strange infatu­ 
ation for the Russians. Hang is not 
over 40 years of age. 
He says he has been a close student of 
the history of all nations and frequently 
drew the attention of the deposed em­ 
peror to the fact that those nations 
which adopted modern methods forged 
ahead, while those which did not retro­ 
graded. 
He is accompanied by a pri 
rate secretary and by a representative 
of the Japanese government who is ac­ 
credited to present him at European 
courts as the Chinese consular service 
has been instructed to ignore him. 
He 
states that during the regime of the late 
emperor he succeeded in securing large 
grants or money, sufficient to put the 
navy in a fair condition, but the em­ 
press dowager spent 
these sum* in 
beautifying her gardens. He believes 
that officialism may retard the develop­ 
ment for a few year*, but that in the 
end nothing can prevent China beeow 
ing a great uation.

War Department Official* E xpecting

Washington. April IO.—The war de­ 
partment authorities look for important 
news from Manila soon announcing, in 
all probability, the capture of the city of 
Santa Cruse, a leading town in a coun­ 
try a* yet untouched by the American 
farces and now in the hands of the Fili 
piiio forces. No report of the move­ 
ment of General Lawton'* men lias 
been made to the war department, but 
the pres* announcement occasioned no 
surprise for the move is looked upon as 
one of the natural steps in Gent-cal Otis 
carefully laid plans against the insur­ 
gents. 
Santa Cruse is a place of much impor 
tauce in several respects.

Structural Ironworkers a t C hicago Use 
Revolvers, Knives and Cl ii tis. 
Chicago, April IO.—A riot, in which 
three men were seriously injured and a 
dozen others bruised by flying stones 
and pieces of iron, occurred yesterday 
bet ween about 30 structural ironworkers. 
Revolvers, knives and clubs were freely 
used. 
The seriously injured are: 
An­ 
drew Reichert, R. J. Ross and Gottlieb 
Federer. 
The fight occurred at a big warehouse 
in course of construction. 
All the men 
engaged are union workmen. 
It was 
clanned by members of the union that 
an agreement whereby outside iron­ 
workers were to do no inside work was 
being violated aud for several days the 
work inside the building has been done 
under police protection, but no officers 
were there yesterday. 


Advises Colored Men How to Secure 
Protection In th e South. 
Tuskogee, Ga., April IO.—Professor 
Booker T. Washington, answering the 
request of a prominent colored man in 
North Carolina as to what should be 
done to allay the present conflict be 
tween the races, clearly advises him to 
make alliance with the triumphant 
Democracy. Says the professor: 
I have been asking myself lately 
some rather serious questions and I want 
to put one or two of them to you. Is 
there any reason why the negroes in the 
south should continue to oppose the 
southern white man in his politics? Is 
this not the source of nearly all our 
troubles? Uuoonsciously we seem to 
have gotten the idea into our bloodjand 
bones that we are only acting in a man 
ly way when we oppose southern white 
men with our votes. 
‘In some way, by some method we 
must bring the race to the point where 
it will cease to feel that the only way 
for it to succeed is to oppose everything 
®t^gX®**tcd or put forth by the southern 
white men. 
•This, I consider one of our real 
problems. 
I believe that there are thousand* of 
white Democrats in North Carolina who 
are 50 per cent better friends to the 
negro than Governor Russell and I see 
no necessity in continuing to follow 
Governor Russell, who ha* no power to 
protect or if he has the power, doe* not 
exercise it, rather than these other 
white men who can protect us if we 
cease to continually aud forever oppose 
them.”

hour or two of their death. 
Often enough a death occurs in a Ves­ 
sel vvitlioat the fact becoming known to 
more than one or two of the crew or 
steerage passengers. 
Every effort is 
made to keep the event secret, and iii 
the stillness of night, when te tte r class 
passengers are comfortably curled up in 
their bonks, a little hand of men, mov­ 
ing like shadows across the deck, tear a 
body from below, and, while the vessel 
is plowing the si'n, the m ortal remains 
wrapped in canvas or inclosed in 
crudely made tex, are qui ?tly slipped 
over the ship’s side into the mysterious 
deep. 
The presence of a dead body on board 
has sometimes not even been suspected 
by tho passengers until some one has 
noticed the sharks that are following.
